Manchester City and England star helps find 
stem cell match for 12-year-old footballer

A TALENTED young footballer 
who needed a life-saving transplant 
found a donor thousands of miles 
away after his hero Raheem Sterling 
campaigned to find a match. 

Damary Dawkins, 12, a member 
of Crystal Palace’s elite develop¬ 
ment squad, was diagnosed with 
very rare acute lymphoblastic leu¬ 
kaemia aged nine. 

Last summer his parents were told 
he would not live past Christmas 
if a blood stem cell donor was 
not found. However, no one in 
the Dagenham schoolboy’s family 


or on the worldwide transplant 
register was a match. 

Manchester City and England star 
Sterling stepped in with pleas to 
find a donor on his social media 
accounts and encouraged people 
from ethnic minority backgrounds 
to join the register. 

Crystal Palace also ran a cam¬ 
paign, working with blood can¬ 
cer charity DKMS. In December a 
donor was finally found in the US. 

Damary’s father Tony Dawkins 
said: “He’s doing well now. He’s 
getting a bit restless in hospital and 
desperately wants to get back on 
the football field. We are hoping he 
will be out soon. 

“Raheem Sterling’s support has 


been amazing. He came down just 
before Christmas and stayed for 
two hours. He was giving Damary 
words of encouragement. It’s def¬ 
initely helped him through.” 

Almost 70 per cent of patients 
who need a stem cell transplant can 
find a match from a stranger but 
this drops to just 20 per cent for 
those from a black, Asian or ethnic 
minority background. 

Sterling wrote on Facebook: 
“Doctors have confirmed Damary’s 
only hope of survival is through 
stem cell treatment. If you are of 
Afro-Caribbean descent please sign 
up to be a donor, you could be a 
match for Damary or someone else 
that needs your help.” 


Mr Dawkins added: “The social 
media campaign really helped ... I 
just don’t think Damary would be 
here now if it hadn’t been for all the 
support we got.” 

Damary said: “Sterling’s my 
favourite player so it was nice to 
meet him. I just want to get back to 
playing football now.” 

The family have also been sup¬ 
ported by the African-Caribbean 
Leukaemia Trust. 

Sterling recently wrote a letter 
to a young Manchester City fan, 
urging him to “stand tall” after he 
was racially abused. Ethan Ross’s 
grandmother contacted the football¬ 
er because her grandson was having 
a “tough time”.

Calls grow to install 
a lift at Tube station

PEOPLE are demanding step-free 
access at a Tube station they say is 
“not fit for the 21st century”. 

Leytonstone station has no train 
to pavement step-free options and 
campaigners are planning another 
protest. 

They say catching a train to or from 
Leytonstone station is impossible for 
many with mobility problems, and 
people with children in buggies or 
those carrying heavy luggage also find 
it difficult. 

A total of 75 of London’s 
Underground stations have step-free 
access and more stations are scheduled 
to be converted. 

By 2022, it is expected that 40 
per cent of the network will have 
step-free access, but there are no plans 
for Leytonstone station. 

Leytonstone station is used by 
lOmillion people every year and 
campaigners led by members of 
Waltham Lorest Labour Party are 
calling for change. 

Supported by John Cryer, MP for 
Leyton and Wanstead, and Waltham 
Lorest Council, campaigners say they 
are confident they will be able to 
gain traction in the coming weeks and 
months. 

A petition has been created calling for 
lifts to be installed at the station, which 
has already gathered 1,000 signatures 


- which the group hopes to double 
before presenting it to Transport for 
London. 

Leytonstone Tube station was first 
opened in 1856 and is the nearest 
underground station to Whipps Cross 
Hospital, part of Barts NHS Trust, the 
largest NHS trust in the country. 

Liz Fenton, chairman of Leytonstone 
ward Labour Party, said: “Leytonstone 
is a major hub and the local population 
is expanding. 

“It is shocking that in the 21st 
century many people with mobility 
issues are still unable to use their local 
Tube station.” 


Liz Floyd, women’s officer for 
Leytonstone ward Labour Party, said: 
“We live in an advanced industrial 
economy, yet we are being told that 
there is not enough money to make 
Leytonstone station fully accessible.” 

Under a five-year strategy announced 
last month, TfL is pledging to make 
more stations fully accessible, meaning 
that “more than a third of the Tube 
network will be step-free by 2020”. 

TfL has also recommended 21 
Overground and National Rail stations 
receive Access for All funding from 
Government to improve connectivity 
for customers with accessibility needs. 


Spotlight on 
use offeree 
in police 
custody 

AN unannounced visit in July to 
Met Police custody suites resulted 
in inspectors noting concerns about 
the time some detainees remained in 
spit and bite guards (known as spit 
hoods), use of poor techniques, and 
the proportionality of some of the 
force used. 

The inspection by HM Inspectorate 
of Prisons and HM Inspectorate of 
Constabulary and Fire & Rescue 
Services found “positive features” but 
had two main causes for concern. 

The report said: “The governance 
and oversight of the use of force in 
custody were not adequate to ensure 
that all use of force was proportionate 
and justified for the risk or threat 
posed. Not all use of force in custody 
suites was recorded, or the force used 
was not always accurately reflected in 
the custody record.” 

It said the number of strip searches 
was high, and included children and a 
higher proportion of black and minor¬ 
ity ethnic detainees. Not all searches 
seen during the inspection were war¬ 
ranted or properly justified. 

Noting the second cause of concern, 
the report said oversight of the provi¬ 
sion of healthcare was poor, outcomes 
for detainees were inconsistent, and 
not all detainees received prompt 
access to care. 

The report recommended use of 
force should be recorded fully and 
accurately, and provision of health¬ 
care services should be more robust.

Tim Bamforth-White, head of business 
industries at the college, said: “They finally 
launched their business in November at the 
opening of The Alcove, a space for young 
entrepreneurs to meet, share ideas and develop 
their business free of charge, in the Business 
Enterprise Centre. 

“They were delighted to be invited to showcase 
their work including their Christmas wreaths and 
decorations and had the opportunity to meet with 
the mayor.” 

Georgina and Karla’s business did really well 
over the festive period, selling more than 30 
wreaths, and bouquets and decorations.
